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PASSING THE BUCK 

President Roosevelt plans to decentralize 
responsibility for unemployment relief. Pre- 
mier Bennett is doing the same. 

But the difference is that hitherto the Gov- 
ernment at Washington has carried the load, 
while Canadian provinces and municipalities 
have had to put up $2 for every $1 supplied by 
the Dominion Government. 

The President proposes that 
municipalities shall assume their proper shares 
of the burden. Mr. Bennett is compelling the 
provinces and municipalities to assume part of 
the Dominion’s share of the burden, in addition 
to the shares they have already 
borne. 

What is being done at Washington is no jus- 
tifying precedent for the action being taken at 
Ottawa. To measure up to the Washington 
standard the Dominion would have to assume 
practically the entire burden of relief cost and 
carry it for the next two years, leaving the 
provinces and municipalities out of the picture.

Free 
capital is wanting. And since confidence is weak 
loans can only be obtained on an amount of 
security that makes building impracticable, 
There is little prospect that private construction 
will pick up noticeably unless and until the 
Government of Canada gives a lead—a lead 
strong enough to restore confidence in the safety 
of lending private funds on the security of a 
lot for the erection of a building thereon. 

But the Government is in the circumstances 
almost as impotent as the private citizen. It is 
caught and hobbled in the coils of an impossible 
money system. It is the firm conviction of Pre- 
mier Bennett that the only way a Government 
can or should secure money for construction 
purposes is to borrow it and pay interest on it, 
He is absolutely wrong, but absolutely honest, 
in that belief. That being his belief, he can- 
not budget for say a half-billion dollars and 
spend the money in highways, public build ngs, 
harbor improvements, flying fields, and other 
public works.

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000 or $25,000,000 a year to the interest bill of 
the Dominion; which means adding that much 
to the annual deficit—which itself is added each 
year to the public debt and becomes interest 
bearing. 

The fact is Canada has gone as far as it dare 
go in piling up interest-bearing debt, and the 
Government which believes there is no way 
of carrying on extensive construction works 
save by creating more interest-bearing debt is 
helpless. There can be no large scale public 
works construction program save by issuing 
interest-free money; and that is one thing Mr. 
Bennett will not do. 

Hence the dead-lock on the construction 
front stands unbroken, while arrears of work 
accumulate and builders walk the streets.

Evidently there are islands and islands, and 
none so good as in the story-teller’s fancy. 

First press reports said the bodies were 
those of the Wittwers, a German couple who 
had foresworn civilization. But Phillips Lord, 
captain of the radio schooner Seth Parker, 
radioed that the Wittwers dined with him 
aboard his yacht a week ago at Charles Island, 
a place noted for its beauty. It is believed that 
Alfredo Rudolph Lorenz, who went to Charles 
Island from Paris to act as “mate” to Baroness 
Eloisa Bosquet de Wagner Wehrborn, who 
assumed the title of “Empress of the Gala- 
pagos,” is one of the victims. The Empress, it 
is said, disappeared on an American yacht last 
June with Robert Phillipson, a German busi- 
ness man, leaving Lorenz lamenting.

Many people boast of the fact that they can 
tell when a storm is approaching by some ache 
or pain. Such people should not be proud of 
the fact that they are good barometers, and will 
be surprised to learn that the reason they are so 
sensitive to changes in the weather is because 


they are suffering from a 
toxemia which is poisoning 
the body. 


Many animals have the 
faculty of perceiving baro- 
metric depression indicating 
the approach of storm, but 
the reason they can foresee 
bad weather is because their 
systems are so sensitive to 
any changes in nature. All 
animal life is constantly 
fighting against the elements

and destructive forces of nature, and animals, 


guided only by instinct, are protected in a 
measure so that they can take the necessary 
precaution in view of the approaching storm. 
Flies will gather around the door to seek shelter 
at the slightest danger of rain. Bees will return 
to their hives only partially loaded with honey. 

When man is affected by an approaching 
change in the weather his corns will hurt, or a 
rheumatic joint will start aching. These pains 
come on because elimination in interfered with 
on account of the humidity in the air, and as 
a blanket of fog or even invisible mist descends 
upon the earth those people who are already 
toxic will find all of their pains are becoming 
exaggerated on account of the extra amount of 
repression of elimination, due to the moist air. 

If the pores of the body could be entirely 
stopped for four minutes it would not be pos- 
sible for one to live, for if all the elimination 
of poison from the skin were suddenly stopped 
the body could not stand the excessive poison- 
ing which would result. As the barometer falls, 
these pores become partially stopped, for the 
moisture from the body will not eliminate as 
completely if the air is full of an unusual 
amount of moisture. All nervous people will 
become more nervous and irritable under such 
conditions, and one suffering from any disease 
will find his symptoms more acute at that time. 

One experience of realizing that you are a 
good “storm barometer’ should suggest to you 
that it is necessary for you to study the causes 
which have preduced the poisoned state of your 
blood, making you so sensitive to changes in 
the weather. Al] eliminative functions should 
be stimulated, and every effort made to stop 


further interference with elimination. The diet 
should be properly regulated, and physical 
exercise taken vigorously enough to induce 


copious perspiration daily. 

Patients who are sensitive to approaching 
wet weather will find the skin not in good con- 
dition. Since the skin is not in a healthy con- 
dition it will not carry on its proper elimina- 
tion. It is a good plan to take two or three cold 
shower baths daily in order to restore proper 
tone to the skin. After such baths the skin 
should be rubbed vigorously with a coarse 
towel until every square inch of skin glows 
with the flow of the red blood. 

Do not be satisfied until you have made 
your skin so healthy and have increased your 
eliminative functions to such an extent that you 
will no longer be so hyper-sensitive as to actu- 
ally boast of being a good “storm barometer.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Leona DeG. asks: “Is con- 
stant indigestion a cause of thinness? Will milk 
of magnesia, if taken after every meal, correct 
this condition?” 

ANSWER: Milk of magnesia will sometimes 
give a temporary relief but cannot be consid- 
ered a cure. Constant indigestion undoubtedly 
would tend to keep one thin. You would have 
to have a diagnosis to determine the cause of 
your indigestion. 

QUESTION: Mrs. R. P. asks: “I have already 
had my second attack of pneumonia, and I will 
be very grateful for a list of precautions to 
prevent another. Do you advise a flannel pad 
on the chest? Do you think I will receive any 
benefit from it?” 

ANSWER: An attack of pneumonia often 
leaves one especially susceptible to a future 
attack. I can only suggest that you endeavor to 
build up your general health by proper dieting 
and exercising. Diathermy treatments often 
prove beneficial. Keeping the chest warm with 
flannel probably would be beneficial.

When addressing the ball one 
can note his improvement in 
Style, evidently copied from 
Douglas, the new champion, but 
unfortunately he has the same 
old feeble “follow through,” so 
that he gets no distance. 

Instead of admitting the old 
faults and correcting them, he 
says the methods of Douglas are 
absurd, ignoring the fact that the 
champion can reach the green 
with his driver 

To drop metaphors, Mr. Hen- 
derson tells the old and familiar 
story of lack of purchasing 
power, and tells it so well that 
we begin to think, to hope, that 
at long last a Socialist has grasp- 
ed reality. But not, instead of 
the simple and obvious remedy 
of putting the necessary purchas- 
ing power into the consumers’ 
pockets, as Douglas would he 
holds up for our inspection the 
faded and indistinct picture of 
socialized industry. 

To cure a pure problem of dis- 
tribution he says we must con- 
trol production already so effi- 
cient that, to quote his own 
words, “it has given us an in- 
credible abundance.” 

We do not know if Mr. Hender- 
son de: over the nationally. 
owned C.N.R.° or the rivate 
C.P.R, but he must admit that 
the latter compares very favor- 
ably in every respect with the 
former. 

We do know that with money 
in his pockets he can take hig 
choice, otherwise he must walk 
or “ride the rods.”

Poultry, Egg Raisers Are 
Assured of Principles 
Intended 


Assurance was given egg and{ 
poultry producers of the Edmonton 
district by R, S.. Johnston, provis- 
jonal director of the Alberta Poul- 
try Marketing Board, at a meeting 
held in the board room of the Gil- 
lespie Grain Company, that a vote 
of producers would be taken before | 
any marketing scheme was put into | 
effect. | 

He expressed the personal opin- | 
jon that protests sent from differ- 
ent centres in Alberta against the 
legislation would not be given any 
consideration by the Federal Mar- 
keting Board. The principle of the 
marketing board has been adopted 
by parliament, he said, and in his 
opinion only suggestions which 
would improve proposed marketing 
schemes will be given considera- 
tion. 

He went on to state that a vote 
on the proposed marketing scheme 
will be taken before it is put into 
operation, and those opposing the 
scheme then would have the oppor- 
tunity to register their vote against 
it. 


URGES DELAYED ACTION 

He asked producers to refrain 
from action until the scheme ap- 
proved by the federal marketing 
board was available, after which 
there would be ample time to dis- 
cuss its provisions and to bring for- 
wurd suggestions which would ap-, 
ply to local situations. | 

He pointed out that the scheme 
now before the federal marketing 
board had been drafted Ly agen- 
cies handling the export end cf *he 
business and did not take into ac- 
count all the problems of the pro- 
ducer. For that reason the provin- 
cial boards had been established. 
It would be the duty of these 
boards to meet the producers and 
if possible, incorporate suggestion 
coming for the different types of 
producers in the local act in the 
interests of the industry as a whole 


BROADENED PLANS 

He intimated that it would only 
be a short time before a marketing 
plan. for dairy products would be 
before the farmers in the west for 
their approval They were now 
considering a marketing plan for 
livestock and were making rapid 
progress toward a solution of dif- 
ficulties which were apparent in the 
first draft of that scheme 

Mr. Johnston stressed the need 
for co-operative marketing in the 
poultry industr; It was onl; 
through this agency 


that producers 
could.prevent a glut of produce on 
the market in the spring, thus low- 
ering the general price level of the 
product, 


AMPLE STUDY TIME 

G. M. Cormie, poultry commis- 
sioner for Alberta, told the produc- 
ers there was no need for alarm 
concerning the proposed scheme 
They would have ample time to 
study it in all its phases before the 
vote was taken. He stressed the) 
fect that it was the first time in 
the history of agriculture that the 
producer was being given a chance 
to regulate the sale of his product. 
and saw no reason why there should 
be opposition to the scheme. He 
said the provincial board, when the 
scheme had been approved by the 
federal marketing board, would 
confer with the different branches | 
of the industry seeking suggestions} 
to overcome difficulties which 
might exist 

He appealed for support of the 
scheme until such time as the full 
details were known when a vote 
on its merits could be cast
